ions of dollars, especially since these 
men have wasted considérable time 
in revolution.

dozen years. ago were poor women 
Of the peon class,,how so many lady 


friends of Generals and Colonels,@r 
now able todisplay expensive jey 
which: remind. people :of the gems 
bought: years ago by the leading 
Mexican families. now in, exile. 

But let us not insist on these de- 
tails. Suffice it to say~ that the 
prominent leaders of the Mexican 
revolution made the revolution for a 
fixed purpose. They do not under- 
stand ‘sacrifice for the common good. 
Carranza had to consolidate his new 
Government. After the first. few 
years he was forced to limit the 
number of his favorites; whereupon 
those. who. weré left outside of the 
golden shower of his favors became 
the bitter enemies of the First Chief. 

When I obsetved closely ‘the inner 
circle of intimate friends who gath- 
ered around Carranza in his Presi- 
dential palace I was struck by their 
youth. The respectable Don Venus- 
tiano, with his white beard and light 
blue spectacles, looked like the head 
master of a boarding school for boys.

The Young Adonis Who Ruled. 

In’ reality, oné of these youths was 
the real ruler of the Mexican Re- 
public duting the last few years, the 
real power behind the throne, Juan 
Barragan, a General 27 years old,

On account of his youth and 
amiable character everybody spoke 
of Barragan as Juanito (“ Johnny ”)

character and the master of Mexico! 
His enemies said that he owned a 
whole row of houses in the principal 
avenue of Mexico City. Impossible! 
He could not have had any money 
left for such investments after 
throwing it away by the handful as 
he did. During the last few years it 
has been a fine business for sing- 
ers and actresses to go to Mexico! 
Thanks to the amiable Chief of Staff, 
an actress could visit. Mexico and 
return to her native land with sav- 
ings amounting to one or two hun- 
dred thousand dollars. 
Barragan’s power extended even 
to the university.: During my visit 
to Mexico the Government assigned 
me to that institution, which was 
invited to entertain me and direct 
my excursions over the country. 


This courtesy did not surprise me” 


It is because I am a writer, ! thought. 
But shortly ore I left Mexico, 
through the indiscretion of a func- 
tionary, I discovered that a certain 
famous foreign dancer had also been 
consigned to the university during 
her journey in Mexico a year before. 
Wasloffended? Of course not! Itwas 
the doing of the amiable Barragan. 
He received all petitioners with a 
bountiful generosity, as though he 
would die rather than fail to serve 
them. He never said no to any one. 
He was capable of surrendering Don 


‘Venustiano’s head if he was asked 


for it with real insistence. And Car- 
ranza, plain in dress, grave in ap- 
pearance, a man of strict morals and 
clean life, when he observed the 
elegant uniform and the gold braid 
of. his Chief of Staff, seemed to re- 
joice.. as though he were contem- 
plating his own image in a looking- 
giass.. On other occasions, when the 
President would hear of Barragan’s 
successes. with the ladies, he would 
smile with the delight of a kindly 
grandfather. 


“ Johnny ” Briefly Defends Republic. 


I left Mexico City without bidding 
adieu to the Apollo of the revolution. 
His ‘Excellency, General Don Juan 
Barragan, was spending whol+ days 
with the telephone receiver at his 
ear, giving orders, with his eyes 
fixed on the map of Mexico. The 
followers of Obregon had already 
taken the field, and “ the handsomest 
Mexican,” as the marriageable 
sefioritas and visiting actresses say, 
had just assumed-the duties of a 
strategist and was busy directing 
the movements of the Federal troops. 

Poor and amiable boy! I can see 
now why the Carranza régime col- 
lapsed so readily.

Bonillas was to be a mere tool in 
the hands of Don Venustiano. He 
had selected him for his .very insig- 
hificance—because he did not belong 
to any party and because he was 
wholly unknown in the country.

; ‘This business of darse la vuelta is 


into account; for the country is a 
famous hotbed of, political treason 
and there is alway¢ fear that the 
friend of today may become the 
enemy of tomorrow. If you help 
some one to get along in the world 
in Mexico you are-almost sure soon 
to receive a kick from,him. He will 
boot you to show his eatt-nonpact and 
independence. 

: With the unknown. Sefior Bonil- 
las there was no occasion to fear 
such a kick. A creature of Carranza, 
he would remain faithful to his chief 
and he would continue to surround 
himself with a circle of friends se- 
lected by his protector to be his 
advisers and guardians. 

Shortsighted critics did not at- 
tribute this purpose to Carranza. 
They thought that the candidacy of 
Bonillas was.a stratagem invented 
for the occasion. 

“We know the viejo barbon,” they 
said; alluding to Carranza’s white 
beard. “He has launched the can- 
didacy of Bonillas for the mcre pur- 
pose of irritating Obregon. .Obregon 
will rise against the Government and 
a long war will follow. Carranza 
‘will then.declare that it-is impossible 
‘to hold elections and will continue in 
the Presidency indefinitely.” 


Carranza as a Second Diaz. 


Others, more farsighted, came 
nearer to the truth, in my judgment, 
when they discussed. the situation. 

“Carranza,” they said, “ really 
wishes to be succeeded in the Presi- 
dency by Bonillas. Under the direc- 
tion of Carranza and with a legis- 
lature composed of Carranza depu- | 
ties, Carranza will see to it that the 
Constitution is revised, eliminating 
the article which forbids the re-elec- 
tion of the President. After the 
article is eliminated Don Venustiano 
will. become President again and 
he will get himself re-elected in- 
definitely.” 

The method is not new. Porfirio 
Diaz did that very thing. He began 
his political career by rising against 
the re-élection of Presidents, and 
after. he became the .Chief Magis- 
trate of the republic he yielded the 
.place for a brief period to one of his’ 
own henchmen, had his own Consti- 
tution amended, and thus opened the 
way for his thirty-year rule.

BONUS STOCK TAX 





Made When Democrats Join

WASHINGTON, May. 15.—On a tie 
vote, with one member absent, Repub- 
lican supporters of 4 stock dividend tax 
to finance soldier relief legislation to- 
day lost their fight in the House Ways 
and Means Committee for a 10 per cent.

VISITED ITALY’S COLONIES. 


Gen. Johnson Found Tripolitania 
Quiet and Commerce Reviving. 
Copyright, 1920, by The New York Times Company.

ROME, May 15.—''I motored into the 
interior of Tripolitania without an escort 
of any kind,” said General Evan John- 
son, the American Military Attaché in 
Italy, when THe New Yorke Times cor- 
respondent asked him about his visit: to 
the Italian colonies of Tripolitania and 
Cyrenaica. “‘I saw no indications of 
any disturbances or serious trouble: The 
natives with whom I talked at some 
length seemed perféctly satisfied with 
Italian’ rule. The Italian authorities 
have established an agricultural station 
in. Tripoli, which they hope to develop 
into a school for the teaching .of ir- 
rigation: and dry. farming. The latter 
system was studied by the Italians in 
our Western States, where land con- 
ditions are very similar. Indeed, 
twenty-five years ago several parts of 
our Western States looked much like 
Tripolitania or Cyrenaica today. 

“I saw-barley, and in some cases even 
wheat, growing all over so-called desert 
land, where irrigation was impossibie. 
Bvidently -waters below the surface of 
the ground afford sufficient moisture 
fer agricultural purposes. This hypéth- 
esis is proved correct by the fact that 
very frequently when wells are sunk 
plenty of water is found, and artesian 
wells always flow abundantly. 

“I know Tunis, where conditions of 
soil and climate are very similar to those 
in Tripolitania, and I pee no reason 
whatever why with time, labor and 
emigration Tripolitania should not rise 
to the same heights of prosperity as her 
French neighbor. Commerce, which had 
almost ceased during the war, has been 
resumed.

In the fight several policemen and 
soldiers were injured with stones, but 
the cavalry quickly dispersed the mob 
and re-established order. 

Among the rioters were many gas 
workers who are the latest recruits of 
the strike movement. 
morning the number. of those who have 
quit work has. increased considerably 
and though the authorities say that sup- 
plies can be maintained with volunteer 
labor and Chinese firemen who have 
imported .the gas workers. themselves 
declare that the city will be without gas 
in two days’ time. 

Like the other strikers, the gaswork- 
ers have no special grievance. They 
have. simply responded to the general 


tion program at a time when the rail- 
road men and others are tiring of the 
strike and are returning to work. 

In Paris, at least, where all the trans- 
port workers and a large percentage of 
other strikers are back at their posta, 
Premier Millerand’s policy of letting the 
strike die of its own tnanition is proving 
successful. In mining centres, however, 
the leaders are receiving a _ larger 
amount of support than appeared at 
first. Local and professional grievances 
shave come to their aid and though coal 
‘supplies are stated to be sufficient for 
some weeks, other methods for dealing 
with. the situation may have to be taken

On the strikers’ side there is a serious 
shortage of funds, and the General Fed- 
eration of Labor has begun ‘appeals to 
local federations, which are not likely 
to meet a great deal of support.

saa ey . As Prices of Ordinary Feeds Soar | 





“The high cost of living: for horses 
in New York City. at the present time 
has caused some horses.in the last two 
weeks to get a daintier fare than they 
have .evér enjoyed before, though it is

A -quantity, of rolled’| 
oats that had been held for export and 
which was in danger of ‘deterioration 
actually sold for feed at slightly less 
than the price of feed oats. _ It‘is.mixed 
with bran in feeding.” 

Mr, ‘Jones said there is apparently 
plenty’ of oats in the country, but the 
car shortage has made it impossible to 
get it to ‘this market. Hay~“also has 
been short in supply because of the 
transportation tie-up, Mr. Jones: .said, 
It has been bringing «ne highest prices 
ever known in the market and. ds still 
bringing wholesale from $50 ‘to $60 A 
ton, the best grade selling at $390 to’$60.

THE WESTWARD LOOK. 


The National Foreign Trade Council 
held its meeting on the Pacific Coast last 
week, and many American economists of 
authority. gave :their views why a new 
economic era for this country must date 
from the World War. For years, to 
maintain our solvency, we were obliged 
to export more than we imported, for 
we were world debtors, owing then more 
than the goods we sold paid for. Then 
it was as necessary for us to check an 
excess of imports as now it is for those 
who are unable to pay their debts to us, 
owing to the disturbance of their affairs. 
Old customers will take from us only 
what they must, for there is coming to 
“us annually hereafter for interést alone 
more than the average year’s product of 
gold. The world cannot spare it all to 
us,.and if we took it the only result 
would be to drive us toward further in- 
flation. There is no logical escape from 
the conelusion that if world debts to us 
are to be paid they must be paid in goods, 
with a reversal of our tariff and trade 
policy. The politicians anc the inter- 
ests will resist it, and labor will perhaps 
respond to the old arguments that wages 
depend on “ protection ” instead of pro- 
duction. Stump speeches and statutes 
will be futile. The economics of the 
situation’ are peremptory, and will con- 
trol any political or enacted restraints. 


While bankers and financiers were ex- 
pressing these views on the near edge of 
the Pacific, on the far side of that ocean 
such. observers as VANDERLIP and La- 
MONT were forming their ideas, and ex- 
‘pressing them on the spot in both words 
and acts.' The Chinese consortium was one 
result, a mere portent of what is to be 
expected. The cable brought from Tokio 
this remark of Mr. Vanprrur: “The 
“war's great loss will be more than com- 
“pensated if the East is organized in- 
“dustrially. If America could succeed 
“in breaking down the existing distrust 
“and prejudices it would. be rendering 
“the greatest service to the world— 
* greater n mere financial co-opera- 
“tion.” Generations ago Spwarp fore- 
saw and declared that the Atlantic Coast 
would become our back door, and that 
Americans would front a new economic 
future on the Pacific Coast. It would 
seem that the generation of fulfillment 
is at hand. The star of empire will not 
stay its progress westward because of 
an ocean, which no longer exists for 
thought or speech, and which will always 
be necessary for commerce. The East 
which is the terror of Europe is the West 
to us, and we are as necessary to it as it 
to us in the economic and commercial 
developments which follow all great wars, 
and will follow this in proportion to its 
size. . 

China is the present example. No 
longer can it look for money, or goods in 
accustomed plenty to those upon whom it 
has relied. They have their own debts 
to pay and wants to supply, and must 
trade with us for those objects, whatever 
their wish to do otherwise. We are the 
only nation with surplus production, 
which we must dispose of to those who 
need what they cannot get elsewhere. 
China's foreign trade has increased five- 
fold within thirty years, and has capac- 
ity of rivaling Japan’s development. In 
China there are only 100,000 factory 
hands, but there is a capacity of 40,- 
000,000. It is possible neither to com- 
pute nor to satisfy the wants of a popu- 
lation of 800,000,000 on the continent of 
Asia, half of themin China. China can 
supply either itself or the world with a 
billion tons of coal a year for a thousand 
years, and it has hundreds of millions of 
tons of iron ore. Its present foreign 
trade but little exceeds a billion, but if 
it were to grow to nO more than Aus- 
tralasia’s per capita it would reach $65,- 
000,000,000, and still be in its youth.

‘THE ALASKA PURCHASE. 
In the preface to his “Handbook of 
Alaska,” General A. W. GREzLY says 
(1914): “ Forty years have passed since 
“the foresight and negotiations of a 
“great statesman, WiLliAM H. SEWARD, 
“ added to our national domain the im- 
“mense and valuable territory of 
“ Alaska.” General Gree.y went on to 
say that Alaska was still terra incognita 
to the American public, although the 
territory had yielded products valued at 
more than $300,000,000. In a nine years’ 
residence as an army officer, exercising 
supreme military command for a part of 
that time, the General had seen “ its eyo- 
“lution from a few mining centres with- 
* out civil law to the present status of an 
“organized territory, with - railways, 
< cables, schools and all the concomitants 
“ of a great and prosperous country.” 

Sewarp deserves the tribute paid him 
by General GREELY, but the “great 
statesman ” died without receiving much 
credit for his foresight from the Amer- 
ican people, Alaska passed into the pos- 
session of the United States in 1868. 
Nearly thirty years were to elapse be- 
fore Americans showed a desire to visit 
the sub-aratic territory where the Stars 
and Stripes waved from an army post 
here and there and settlements grew 
with painful slowness. It was the dis- 
covery of gold in the Klondike (1896), 
and stories of fabulous wealth for the 
man with a pick and shovel who could 
get himself “ staked” for the adventure, 
that brought Alaska to the attention of 
the average American. Previously the 
vast region was a part of the great 
arctic waste to him, inhabited chiefly by 
Eskimos. - 

It is of course well known that StwaRp 
brought about the acquisition of Alaska 
only after protracted negotiations and a 
long and bitter struggle with a hostile 
Senate. 

The story is now fully told by 
FrRaNK A, GOLDER in the American His- 
torical Review, that invaluable reposi- 
tory of research. WituiamM H. Sewarp, 
Senator Gwin of California, the Grand 
Duke CONSTANTINE, GORCHAKOV, and the 
Russian Mimister at ‘Washington, 
STOECKL, were the chief figures in the 
negotiations. The Grand Duke, brother 
of ALEXANDER II., made thé first move’ 
Aa early as March 23, 1857, he urged 
GoRcHAKOv to effect the transfer of the 
Russian possessions in America to the 
United States, because their value was 
small and Russia wanted the money. 
Since late in the eighteenth century 
Alaska had been “exploited” by the 
Russian-American Company. STOECKL 
viewed the proposal with approval. 
Americans were settling in Oregon Ter- 
ritory, and he regarded them as trouble- 
some neighbors. They were adventur- 
ous, high-spirited and aggressive, always 
inclined to push further afield. In No- 
vember, 1857, he reported that the situa- 
tion had become embatrassing, and there 
was a reason for the obtrusiveness of the 
Americans. The Russian company was 
not hospitable, standing upon. the letter 
of the treaty of 1824, which provided , 
that Americans should not enter Alaska, 
even its ports, such as they were, with- 
out permission of the Governor, whereas 
the Americans, indifferent to their re- 
ciprocal right, admitted Russians and 
traded with them, allowing Russian ships 
to enter the port of San Francisco and 
the company’s agents to establish offices 
and stores. 

Sromcxt feared a rupture of diplo- 
matic relations. Every year the differ- 
ences between the Americans and the 
Russian company’s people grew more 
acute. GomcHAKOV pressed his Minister 
at Washington to open negotiations. for 
the sale of Alaska. Stowck1 hesitated, 
saying the initiative shoula come from 
the Americans. In the end of 1857 the 
Russian Minister took alarm on hearing 
that Brigham Youne was planning to 
found a Mormon colony either in the 
‘Hudson’s Bay Company’s territory or in 
Alaska. He sounded President Bu- 
CHANAN, who laughingly said that it 
mattered little to him where the Mor- 
mons went if they would only cease 
to be a problem to him. Sropcx, re- 
ported the unpleasant rumor to the Czar, 
who was impressed. Nobody wanted 
BrigHaM YOUNG and his polygamists. 

Senator Gwin of California next comes 
into the story. He told Storck. that 
Bucwanan desired that the Russian Gov- 
ernment should be interrogated discreet- 
ly about the sale of Alaska to the United 
States, Gwin spoke of $5,000,000 as a 
‘fair price. Stomcx. at the time thought 
it was more than unwieldy, far-spread- 
ing, unhospitable Alaska was worth. The 
negotiations madé slow progress. By 
May, 1860, GorcHAKov, a shrewd diplo- 
mat, saw a chance of making the Amer- 
icans pay more for Alaska. He advised 
: Sroecx, to keep the pot simmering.

But when it 
came to providing the purchase money 
there was a new obstacle. The heirs of 
one PERKINS, who had a claim against 
the Russian-American Company, insisted 
that it should be a lien upon the amount 
to be paid. They employed a lobby and 
interested Senators and Representatives. 
The hill carrying the appropriation was 
passed only after a scandal. “It is 
clear,” says Mr. GoLper, “ that Congress- 
men were bought.” . It was not until 
July 14, 1868, that the Russian Minister 
could report success to the Czar, but 
“the mental strain, the corruption and 
the dirty work” had made him “ sick at 
heart.” | Nevertheless, he went home 
with his good opinion of the American 
people unshaken, predicting that “the 
“time was not far off when even Con- 
“ gressmen would be honest.” : 
Why did Sewarp buy Alaska? No 
one else seemed to be really interested 
in the purchase of the territory. 
STOECKL did not regard him as a far- 
sighted statesman and keen economist. 
It was the Russian Minister’s- opinion 
that Sewarp believed the acquisition 
would restore him to popular favor, but 
in the sequel Sewarp gained no political 
advantage from it whatsoever. 








A CAFE TYRANT. 


In the Mercure de France the poet 
ANDRE ROUVEYRE writes of the last hours 
of the Athenian-Parisian poet, JEAN 
Moreas, born with the mouth-filling 
name of PAPADIAMANTOPOULOS. He wan- 
dered from Decadence, the school of 
verse which he seems to have founded, 
to Romanticism and an attempt to re- 
store the poetic diction of RONSARD and 
the earlier French poets, and thence to 
Symbolism. It is as a “character,” as 
the tyrant of the café, that he most ap- 
peals, perhaps. While the world lasts 
there will be, as AUSTIN DOBSON says, 
“more poets yet.” There are so many 
of them and'so many kinds.of them, in 
many languages, that only the specialists 
can even remember their names. MoREAS 
had a certain salience, eccentricity or 
harmless affectation that endears him to 
sociologists and students of manners. 
He was a-hard man to. burrow..into,. 
and Mr. Rouveyre found it as good as & 
game to reach, after much striving, his 
life, “quiet, hidden, assured, full, ro- 
bust.” Moreas was a queer duck. He 
had an “exotic look,” especially in his 
youth. He always dressed decently and 
simply. We love to see him in his high 
hat, regarded with so much reverence by 
so many French novelists. Only too oc- 
casionally were the disordered hairs of 
-it smoothed and rejuvenated. Sometimes 
a bit of Morgas’s “ mane” was squeezed 
against his forehead, “as if caught in 
*the trap, a gray mouse just come out 
“from the granary,” says Mr. ROUVEYRE 
poetically. His hero was too poor to 
keep a servant. As he had much more 
important things to do than to groom 
himself and curry his clothes, “he didn’t 
“fail to accumulate some patina of 
“time and rough weather.” With the 
decoration of Officer of the Legion in 
his buttonhole, his habit of growling, 
“his audacious apostrophes, the caprices 
“of his bad humor in public places, were 
“only moderate risk and less scandal.” 
He came to have something of the look 
of an old soldier. He seems to have 
modeled himself after NAPOLEON’s vet- 
erans. He built his own legend, as 
STENDHAL did in other ways. He liked 
to be taken for what he looked like some- 
what, as his friends ht, and his 
decoration encouraged, and he played the 
part of the irascible, violent old officer 
of the stage. 

“If I were to describe in one word his 
manner in public,” Mr. tells us 
deliciously, “he looked an apostro- 
phe.” Although he wore a monocele, 
greatly reverenced by many French lit- 
érary men, if we remember, “there was 
nothing Anglo-Saxon to his face,” which 
‘was very mobile, a sort of curtain which 
couldn’t hide “ an inner life too radiant.” 
He couldn’t decéive even ignorant old 
women by his mask. In spite of his 
bugaboo voice, anybody could see that 
he wasn’t ill-natured. “I always won- 
dered,” continues the ingenuous worship- 
per, “that his single ¢yeglass could stay 
“in place, with such ease would his 
“ eyebrows pass from fury to good nat- 
“ure. It is true he often had to fix it 
“ again in its position.” 

As a companion in his night wander 
ings or enthronements at a café he was 
more than a little embarrassing to his 
Boswell, possessed of a poetic sensibility :

NEW ART ON THE STAGE, 


It is Dav BeLasco who, in defense of 
himself as an “old arter,” quotes once 
again Hamlet’s advice to the Players. 
To reproduce on his stage a popular 
restaurant is, he would have us believe, 
to “hold, as 't- were, the mirror up to 
nature.” The saying is revived apropos 
of the sketches and stage models of Ros- 
ERT EDMOND Jones, foremost American 
exponent of the new art of scenic decora- 
tion, which are now on view at the Bour- 
geois Galleries, and Percy MacKayve 
makes it his text for stating the long 
familiar case of “idealism” against 
“realism.” Eloquent as the plea has al- 
ways been, and indeed convincing, it 
might have been better in this instance 
to forego it in- behalf of a second glance 
at thosé words of Hamlet. The Prince 
does not counsel his player friends mere~- 
ly “to hold the mirror up to nature,” 
He slips in the little words “as *t were” 
which make all the difference. In the 
grammar of the “old arter” there is no 
subjungtive; his mood is a i at-footed in- 
dicative. SHAKESPEARE shows us life not 
as it.is, but_as it would be if stripped 
of meaningless, distracting actualities. 

There ig, however, a nearer and more 
specific kinship between the new art and 
the art of thé Elizabethiin stage. Ex- 
cept in the dull records of chronology, 
SHAKESPEARE was and is a “ new arter,” 
and the modern scenic artist succeeds or 
‘fails in proportion as he revives the 
spirit, the as-’t-wereness, of the English 
theatre three centuries ago. To ROBERT 
EpMOND Jongs and his fellows this will 
doubtless seem a paradox. They en- 
shrine Gorpon Craig as their master 
and tell how his impractical but propul- 
sive vision was made viable in the thea- 
tre by Max Remnnarpt of Berlin—to 
whom, indeed, Mr. Jongs in the days be- 
fore the war served as apprentice, 
Doubtless also they would acknowledge 
an impulse from the primitively gor- 
geous and Asiatic color schemes of LEON 
BAksT, as also from the decadent Paris- 
ian phantasy of his designs in costume. 
In the new arter’s actual origins, as in 
‘his spiritual consciousness, he is indis- 


gags 
fully. Gompon CraiG wished to abolish 
the text altogether in favor of marion- 
ette actors, and finally dreamed of exor- 
cising even these in favor of his own be- 
loved paint and limelight. But there is 
stronger thing in art than reverence 


‘and tradition. It is the inspiration, the 


divination, of a genuinely creative im- 
pulse; and in the new art this eventuates 
in effects thoroughly Shakespearean. 
Like Gorpon Cram and his followers, 
SHAKEsPwaRE abjured all trivial and ob- 
scuring detail, even satirizing the use of 
it, as in Peter Quince’s stagecraft of 
“ Pyramus and Thisby.” Where the act- 
ualities of life were necessary to the dra- 
matic action, he introduced them freely—

Stirring as are the colors of Roserr Ep- 
MOND Jones, the lines of SHAKESPEARE 
would probably be more stirring, alone 
and unaided, than when uttered in com- 
petition with redundant scenery. It may. 
be added that, according to SHAKE- 
SPEARE’S text, the walls of Harfleur were 
scaled with ladders, not battered down 
with bristling lances. To his new art 
Mr. Jongs has added a new sort of me- 
diaeval warfare. There are certain 
scenes which would defy even such orig- 
inality. “The Tempest” opens with a 
bustling scene on shipboard which even- 
tuates in the shock and terror of ship- 
wreck. On the truly Elizabethan stage, 
as was demonstrated some years ago, the 
sheer vigor of SHAKESPEARE’S lines and 
of his characterizations, aided by a few 
meagre properties, produce an illusion 
really stupendous, To the ‘creation of 
such an effect the new art is as inade- 
quate as the old art of realism founded 
on machinery. The scene has only been 
given, and can only be given, on an 
Elizabethan stage, 

In spite of its dangers and limitations, 
however, the new art marks a clear ad- 
vance npon the quasi antiquities of 
Davm BELasco. In the practice of Ros- 
ERT EDMOND JONES, and notably in his 
scenes for JOHN BARRYMORE’S production 
of “ Richard III.,” it has attained here in 
America results which challenge the best 
of Europe.

In his campaigns for the Governorship he 
has had: the support of tens of thousands of 
active “drys” because they have believed 
him an upright and efficient executive, and 
he will have their continued support in’ his 
candidacy for the Presidency. If he should 
reach that position these who know him and 
are free from adverse party prejudice 
ageinst him will look for an honest and im- 
partial enforcement of the Constitution and 
laws at his hands, on the liquor question as 
in all other matters. His earnest support of 
the cause of liberty and righteousness d 
the war anfi of all the many philan 
popular movements in ald of that cause was 
in splendid contrast to the course of William 
J. Bryan, whose desertion of the post of Sen. 
retary of State rather than to stand by the 
President in stern opposition to’such brutali- 
ties' as the sinking of the Lusitania will 
never be forgotten.

ILLIAM DEAN HOWELLS 
is dead, and there passes 
America’s most eminent 


man of letters and“Qne of 

the wisest, gentlest, most lovable of 
men; / 
_ Writing orice, in his characteristic, 
heedful vein, of Walt Whitman, he 
said of him that certain apparently 
baffling inconsistencies In that mas- 
ter. must be left ‘' to the adjust- 
ment of finer balances than we have 
at hand.'’.< Yet he himself, if any 
one, was competent to employ those 
** finer balances.’’ He was ‘a mas- 
ter of masters in his estimation’ of 
nuances of character in art. Ever a 
passionate champion of intellectual 
honesty, he could brook ,no subter- 
fuges or -evasigns, no compromises 
with truth—his valorous, resourceful 
and engaging warfare. against the 
meretricious order of romanticism 
will not soon be.forgotten. Yet 
despite his unsw aesthetic di-

Colonel Ryan was boarded out with a 
private. family where he received 
specially good treatment. The family 
was permitted to draw extra. rations 
and get things that were beyond the 
reach of other persons. On ‘one day 
they had eggs, horse meat and a very 
poor variety of bread. They had a lit- 
tle milk for their tea and coffee, but 


One. evening they had a little 
French cognac, and.on another octasion 
geome port wine. At the end of his visit 
Colonel Ryan had a meal of good meat 
and potatoes, a meal which the ordinary 
citizen could: not possibly have procured, 
It . would cost, according to Colonel

rubles. 

One day he happened to be at the 
office of the Minister of Public Health, 
whose guest he Was technically during 
his visit,-and the Minister asked him: to 
stay for luncheon. The meal consisted 
of a very weak soup (hot water anda 
few pieces of potatoes), poor bread and 
a cake of wheat baketi so as to give the 
appearance of a piece of Hamburg 

Practically every person in Moscow 
ig hungry all the time, ard the energies 
of ths whole: population seem to be: 
absorbed in the constant effort to obtain 
enotigh food to sustain life. .Theoretic- 
ally the State controls and apportions 
the ‘entire avs supply, but 
actually there fa no equitable distribu- 
tion, and speculation appears at every 
turn.

This insistence upon a theoretical equali- 
ty, of course, ignores the actual facts.

Clothing of all sorts is at a high 
premium. Good clothes attract univer- 
sal attention. Colonel Ryan was much 
embarrassed because people stared at 
‘him on the street simply because he was 
fairly well dressed. It is a fair state- 
ment that all of the inhabitants are 
poorly clad. 

Such clothes as they have are all-old, 
and one.gets the impression that it is re- 
garded 4s a disgrace to be clean or 
neatly attired.. The average man pre- 
sents the appearance of a “ bum.” It 
is impossible’ to tell. from a man’s 
clothes what position he may have. One 
of the worst-looking individuals Colonel

Hospitals Lack Supplies. 


There ‘were about 600 patients, and the 
personnel practically equaled the pa- 
tients.

stitutions on that basis, Colonel Ryan 
was told, amounted to-30,000,000: rubles

was small and rather dirty, but was be- 
ing cleaned up. In both hospitals the 
following supplies were totally lacking: 
All kinds of pubber goods; all heart 
stimulants, .guch as camphor, strych- 
sheets, pillow cases and mattresses. 
There were very few surgical instru- 
ments and few anaesthetics. Colonel 
Ryan asked to see other hospitals in the 
poorer sections of the city, but this 
privilege was not given to him.

** And in addition, ‘ revolution’ is a 
timely word. It is in the air. It is 
the threat which those te call our ene- 
mies are holding over us. It is always 
good strategy to cutguess and anticipate 
the enemy. A sepiritual revolution in 
the Church might be the sure and cer- 
tain way to remove all danger of a 
political revolution by the Soviets. It 
would mean, first, a revolution in our 
experiditure. The ‘ expenses of the king- 
dom’ would come at the head of -our 
personal budgets, not at the tafl. The 
list of items would not run as now: 
rent, food, fuel, wages,. clothes and rec- 
reation, with a certain part of the re- 
mainder, if there be any, given to God. 
It would run: first, the Kingdom, its 
Maintenance and increase, reserving 
what is necessary, not for luxurious 
comfort or indulgence but for the great- 
est bodily and spiritual efficiency and 
happiness of me and mine.

They 
received, at their mid-day meal, soup, 
lentils, jam, tea and bread.

They looked healthy 
end reasonably ‘happy. There were 
forty in ali, and there was an attempt 
to dress them alike, but the clothes were 
old. .He. also visited an institution for 
defective children. They were being 
treated very well. Both of these latter 
institutions were fairly clean. It was a 
rare sight to see any children on the’ 
streets, 


Churches and Galleries Open. 


The churches were all open, and ap- 
peared to be doing a good business, par- 


ticularly on the Wednesday before Eas- 
ter. Colonel Ryan was told that the 


State support for the Church had: been 
withdrawn. He went into the largest 
churches in Beth Moscow ‘and -Petro- 
grad. They were in good condition; 
there was no destruction or defilement 
visible. 

The picture galleries were also open. 
Colonel Ryan visited the principal gal- 
lery in each city. They appeared to be 
kept up exactly as they were before the 
war. In Moscow there were about 200 
people in the gallery respectfully admir- 
ing the pictures. 

The theatres have, with one or two 
exceptions, been taken over by the State, 
which ‘pays the artists and takes all the 
tickets. They are operated as free shows. 
The tickets are distributed one night to 
the workmen of a certain factory; the 
next night to.a -cértain group of sol- 
diers and so on. In Moscow Colonel 
Ryan saw an opera entitled ‘‘ The Bride 
of the Emperor,’’ and it was well given. 
The audience on that occasion consisted 
of soldiers and sailors. They were or- 
derly, but there was no applause what- 
ever at any stage of the performance. 
In Moscow he saw Chalopin in ‘‘ The 
Barber of Seville."’ Chalopin seemed to 
be popular. He is the only. exception to 
the general rule applicable to artists that 
they must appear so many times each 
month. Chalopin appears when he sees 
fit. In Petrograd Colonel Ryan attended 
a ballet, ‘‘ The Sleeping Princess,” with 
a dancer named Gert in the leading role. 
It was extremely well done. The chorus, 
however, had sadly deteriorfated. 


Sadness of the Women, 

“Women present a doleful appearance 
everywhere. Colonel Ryan could not say 
that he saw an attractive-looking female 
at any time during his stay. Of course, 
It is» to be expected that women who 
have been underfed for a long time.and 
who are clothed almost in rags cah hard- 
ly keep up appearances.

miles, and counted seventy very dim 
candle lights in the upper stories. 


Transportation Breakdewn. 


The state of the transport. facilities 
goes far toward telling the story of 
the whole breakdown of the Russian 
polity. They are still able to make up 
a sort of de luxe train to run from 
Petrograd to Moscow for the purpose of 
carrying such parties as the Esthonian 
Peace delegation, or the prosposed Com- 
mission of the League of Nations; but 
the solemn fact is that transport for all 
practical purposes and as means of 
keeping up national life has virtually 
approached’ the vanishing point. People 
sometimes wait for as long as a week 
at a, station for an opportunity to go 
somewhere. The motive power and 
other equipment have grown steadily 
worse until there is very little move- 
ment by rail. 

When a train goes it is swarming 
with people on the ‘platforms and on 
the roofs of the cars. There is, of 
course, no such thing as @ new car or a 
new engine. Colonel Ryan. saw hun- 
dreds of locomotives on the sidings be- 
tween Petrograd and Mostow, all stand- 
ing useless because of some part which 

was lacking. When an engine breaks 
cea the practice isto find another 
engine out of which the necessary ma- 
terials for repairs can be secured. 
Eventually all of the rolling #tock will 
be used up. in this. way, ; 

The situation is. clearly .hopeless, ant 
all of.. the Government officials ..with 
whom Colonel Rryan talked admitted 
frankly that this transportation prob- 
lem was .unsolvable at present and 
would eventually put them entirely out 
of business unless help came from out- 
side.. This is the vital thing. The raw 
materiaY and the necessary organization 
to provide adequate transport for peo- 
ple and produce canriot now. be found, 
and the country is drifting ‘rapidly to- 
ward a condition. from which no one 
can. see any outcome as matters now 
stand. 

There must either be assistance from 
beyond’ the borders of Russia, or there 
will be chaos, In the latter event every 
one looks forward to another revolution. 
They may be able to hold out six months 
longe? without succor. Then it is freely 
‘predicted that trouble of the worst kind 
must be faced.

The State ‘Bonding det, which bonds all 
public officials, has made a saving of at 
least $60, 000. 

State insurance on public buildings 
has,\made a saving of over $30,000. 

The Mill and Blevator Association, 
through the purchase of a. 125-barrel 
mill, which has been in’ operation since 
last August, also has been a great sav- 
ing to farmers selling their wheat there 
and to those who purchased the flour 
and mill feed. 3 

This mill paid on an average 12 cents 
per bushel more than the other elevators 
and mills in the State, and at the same 
time. sold the flour at 50 -cents~per 
barrel less than the other mills sold 
flour of the same grade. It also sold 
the mill feed at an average of $7.50. 
per ton less than what the other mills 
sold it for. It is safe to say that at 
the present rate it will have saved at 
least $40,000 by the end of the first 
year’s operation.

Efforts to 
propagate the toothsome Oriental deli- 
cacy on a large scale in. this country 
have_been started and the success which 
has attended the, growth in South Caro- 
lina of the only edible bamboo grove of 
any size in the United States has en- 
couraged scientists of the Department of 
Agriculture, directing plans. to stimu- 
late the cultivation of the vegetable for 
commercial use, to believe that they 
soon will be able to put new groves in 
a score of States where’ the qisnte is} 
favorable. x 


* Bamboo long has been @ fayorite ar- 
ticle of diet in Japan and China, and 
considerable quantities of the canned

“Five. minutes passed and the: rain 
did not let up. Dr. Veracierto then 
ordered that the encounter of arms 
begin. 
“‘ Sefior Batlle -y Ordofiez and Dr. 
Beltran were again placed in their posi- 
“tions, and the master of the duel ordered 
them to take off their hats. The former 
observed that as he wore glasses it was 
necessary for him to keep’ his on ‘so 
as to keep the ‘rain from: wetting the 
ctystals ahd impeding ‘his vision, With 
this observaticn Veracierto authorized 
the duelists to ‘keep on’ their hats, but 
as Dr. Beltran’s hat “was of. straw. he 
lent him his own, which was of’ soft. felt. 
‘* The first two shots the duelists éx- 
changed “sounded simultaneously and 
heither of them struck .an adversary. 
“It was the second shot of Sefior 
Batlle ‘which mortally . wounded _ Dr. 
Leltran, The bullet struck him before

‘When. the. two surgeons and thé 
seconds reachtd his side he had already 
ceased to exist.

Ne o Extra Taxes in the 


Qut of fifty or more automobile bills 
introduced in the recent legislative ses- 
slow eight came threugh unacathed and 
have been signed by the Governor. 
None is seriously important, and moter- 
ists have been fortunate tn escaping ad- 
ditional revenue costs and other hard- 
ships from. the lawmakers,. New. York 
City motorists, who already pdy a suf- 
ficiently. high fee for operators’ liecnses, 
will be glad to learn that the effort 
made early in the session to pass a bill 
requiring the payment of $2 instead of 
the’ customary $1 for the renewal of an 
operator's license failed te beeome a 
law. Another bill pessessiong good feat- 
ures; and which: failed te come to a 
vgte, was that requiring ‘Qn operator's 
licens¢ fee of 50 cents frem all moter 
car operators in the. State eutside of the 
metropolis. New Yerk City still -re- 
‘mains the only portion of the State 
where operators ef cars are required to 
be. licensed @nd examined, if necessary. 

Of the eight motor bills which ‘have 
just become part of the State statutes 
perhaps the most important is the Gil- 
lett bill amending the highway law re- 
quiring ali metor vehicles to be equipped 
with approved lights before registration 
is granted. Proof must be given that 
the car is so equipped, the applicant 
being required to furgish the name of 
the lens or. deyice on his epplication 
and. make affidavit to the. same.

CAMBRIDGE; Mass., May 15.—Johnny 
Mack's. track team from New Haven 
overwhelmed Harvard at today’s dual 
track games in the Crimson's ‘Stadium 
by 84% points to 3214. Early in the 
meet Harvard had some hopes of making 
a showing, when Goodwin beat Stew- 
art of Yale in the quarter mile, but 
after that the New Haven runners and 
field men swept almost. everything be- 
fore them. _ Harvard's only first places 


were taken in the quarter, mile, shot put 
and broad jump, Yate not only winning 
the rest, but also piling up an over- 
whelming total of points through. its 
second and third string. men..
